President Truman has invoked the 
Taft-Hartley Law against the United Mine 
Workers in the first step toward getting 
400,000 striking coal miners back to work. 

.In so doing he said that if the strike 
continued the national health, and safety 
might be imperiled. 

It would. 

We, along with most Americans, have 
been impatient and angered by the usual 
‘arrogance of John L. Lewis, whose men 
were never “out of hand,” as some com- 
mentators and editorialists hopefully 
wrote, but who were obeying local leaders 
who, in turn, were, as reliable reports had 
it, following the strategy as outlined by 
Lewis, who wished to escape, for obvious 
reasons, the onus of calling a strike. 

The President has been bitterly criti- 
cized for not earlier invoking the law. He 
was, and is, against the law, which the 
average American regards as not nearly 
so bad as Mr. Truman and labor paint it. 


He was, quite understandably, reluctant 
to set its machinery in action. But, even 
so, we believe candor compels the judg- 
ment that he acted properly. The law 
never presumed, or intended, hasty action. 
It was always a court of last resort, to be 
used only when all other methods had 
failed. It specifically authorizes use only 
when the nation’s health and security are 
in danger. The coal supply is down to a 
critical level, just where Lewis wanted it 
and to which he reduced it by his cynical 


“out of hand” refusal to work. 


The President could have ordered ear- 
li¢r application of the law, but while we, 
too, were impatient, we believed he wait- 
ed until the proper time. We believe even 
organized labor, hostile as it is to the law, 
will ’ privately enjoy seeing it imposed 
upon the real author and originator of the 
law, Old John himself. Had it not been for 
him and his unreasonable actions we 
would never have had the law.

After 100 Years, Reform Seems Likely 


WASHINGTON—After an agitation of more than 100 years, the Senate has finally taken the first 


positive step toward modernizing our presidential election system. 


Last week it passed by the 


required two-thirds majority the proposed Lodge constitutional amendment, abolishing the electoral 
college and providing for the counting of the electoral vote for President and Vice President in 


proportion to the popular vote in each State. 

The pro amendment now goes to the 
House for similar action before it is submitted 
to the various States for ratification. Indications 
are that the House will give its approval, so that 
the way seems open for the new amendment to 
be adopted, possibly in time for its application a‘ 
the next presidential election in 1952. 


Sen. Henry Cabot Ledge, of Massachu- 
setts, author of the amendment in the upper 
chamber, deserves credit for putting it over 
in the face of opposition from a majority 
of his Republican colleagues. Republican 
opponents of the measure, led by Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, of Ohie, Chairman of the GOP Policy 
Committee of the Senate, were leery of the 
effects the amendment might have on the 
future fortunes of the party. 
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specious argument. He likened the set of figures 
Sen. Taft produced to the “floogie” bird “which 
flies backward and sees only where he has been 
and does not see where he is going.” 

Contrary to the fears expressed by Taft and 
others, the weight of argument in the Senate 
debate was on the side of the proposed consti- 
tutional change working to the extension of the 
two-party system to the so-called solid States, 
particularly in the South, 

The consensus was that by abolishing the elec- 
toral college and making every vote count in 
the division of a State’s electoral quota there 
would be more incentive for building a more 
aggressive minority party in the South. The 
same thing would, of course, apply to other one- 
party States like Maine, Vermont, Kansas, Ne- 
braska and the two Dakotas, which have been 
predominantly Republican for a number of years. 
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Of Spying 

Spying—or to give it the more polite word— 
espionage or “intelligence”—goes on all the time. 
Of ail the nations, we have done the least of 
it. This was not because we didn’t wish to or need the fruits of it. 
We carried on little espionage because we did not have a financial 
method of operating. It was always possible for a Congressman 
to demand, and get, pay and expense vouchers, and to ask and 

obtain the names of those receiving Federal funds. 
Only within the last two or three years has Congress been 
willing to set up a sum of money and allow it to be used by the 
proper authorities without any questions or:accounting being asked. 


Dismay We had an intelligence department which did some 
amazingly fine jobs. But, we had no consistent pro- 
gram, for the reasons stated, and therefore we lost the value of a 
continuing operations. Spying, or intelligence, is rarely a sensational, 
movie-like deed of stealing secret papers or placing listening de- 
vices in a diplomat’s room. Those things occur, as we have just 
learned, with considerable dismay, in the arrest of a German Com- 
munist spy who had been sent‘to England to take out citizenship 
papers and learn scientific secrets. In his wildest dreaming, and 
in those of his Russian masters, there was never any original idea 
he would obtain the atomic secrets, and perhaps those of the hydro- 
gen bomb, which itself was not possible until the atomic explosion 
was obtained. But, he was there and he had paved the way by 
patient, skillful work. For the most part, spying, or intelligence 
work, is the patient, slow gathering of threads, amd scraps of in- 
formation, and by tediously putting together seemingly irrelevant 
and meaningless bits of news, gossip, reports, notes—until, at last, 
some intelligence is had. Now and then a person (or persons) 
engaged in such work comes across an opportunity as did the 
Soviet spy, Fuchs, who had several years in which to gather great 
amounts of information—and did. 


Superior For a long span of years the British had the best 

intelligence system in the world. This was not be- 
cause the British possessed any special abilities, save that their 
civil servants and diplomats on the whole were better educated 
and possessed, because of the fact of their European background, a 
world perspective and not a provincial one. It was a matter of 
necessity. The British Empire, girdling the globe, was subjected 
to constant, envious surveys, and potential enemies persistently 
probed at its make-up, seeking to find an opening. 

The British always set aside adequate moneys for the work and 
trained their men. For at least two centuries they were superior. 
German intelligence developed with the coming of the nineteenth 
century and was very good in Europe. The French were always 
effective, and other nations, even the smaller ones, maintained larger 
staffs devoted to intelligence work than did the United States. 


Soviet Today the Soviet system is probably the most effective, 
for certain obvious reasons. Every Communist is an 
available spy for Soviet Russia. ‘Those in Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Jacksonville, and other cities of the South, are constantly on the 
alert for information which will assist Russia against the United 
States. When they take the Communist oath they agree to commit 
perjury and theft if necessary. A Communist may not be be- 
lieved on oath if the interests of the Soviet Union are at issue. 
These in the South, along with others in the United States and other 
nations, watch for the most ‘trivial as well as the larger items of 
news. They clip newspapers and magazines. They report troop 
movements, discussions of new weapons, aircraft, and so on. 


Liars They have, too, the Communists who, like Fuchs, calmly 
take an oath of allegiance and nationality, and never 
mean it. Fuchs swore to be a loyal British subject. 

The Communist Southern headquarters in Atlanta make much 
of the fact many of their members were in the Army. This was 
true. They were sent into the Army to spy and sabotage if the 
need arose. Not one went in with loyalty to the United States 
paramount. It was always secondary. Indeed, those who were 
hurried into the Army were sent there at a time when the Com- 
munists and the Nazis had signed the pact of brotherhood. After 
the Nazis attacked, the American Communists in the Army gave 
to the United States a certain loyalty only because by helping their 
country win the war they also were assisting the Soviet Union. 
Had it been to that country’s interests, the American Communists 
in the Army would have sabotaged their country. Nowhere is the 
phrase which says that patriotism is the last refuge of a scoundrel, 
more fittingly illustrated and proved than in the frequent claim 
by Communists that 15,000 of them were in the Army. They were, 
had the order been given them, 15,000 spies, saboteurs and traitors. 
That the order did not come is explained by the fact the Seviet 
Union needed all the American help it could obtain. For the Gom- 
munists to cry patriotism is the est.sort of hypocrisy.

The Crisis Is Moving In Fast

Dakotas. Yet when all the brooks are full and running hard, one 
can foresee that somewhere a river will receive the waters, and 
somehow carry them down to the sea. 

In the same fashion, it begins to be possible to foresee a great 
event here in Washington—nothing less than a sharp change in the 
whole tempo, scope and plan of basic American policy. 

What has been happening, in effect, is the rapid collapse of all 
the assumptions on which policy has been based since the 1948 elec- 
tion. There have been three of the assumptions: (1) That the 
Soviet Union wished to achieve its aims by the peaceful conquest 
of infiltration. (2) That the American monopoly on atomic weapons 
would continue to operate as a final safeguard against Soviet ag- 
gression. (3) That there was, therefore, all the time in the world 
to win the cold war. 


On these assumptions, as soon as the 1948 election 
Showdown gave him the self-confidence to do so, President 
Truman imposed a drastic slowdown.on defense and foreign policy. 
Since then the needs of foreign policy have been continuously sub- 
ordinated to domestic politics. Since then the needs of defense 
planning have been progressively sacrificed to the problem of the 
budget. The keynote has been the President’s favorite phrase, 
“Everything’s going to be all right.” 

Many leaders of the administration still cherish this curious 
conviction. Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer are still wedded to business-as-usual. Secretary 
of Defense Johnson is still capable of declaring that we can “lick 
hell out of Joe Stalin,” the next day after his own Secretary for 
Air, Stuart Symington, told another audience that the Russians are 
now more powerful than we are in every military arm. 


Chan e? Indeed, it is only at the Stafe Department that the 
; g . signs of change are Visible as yet. And it is only 
in the State Department that the great change can originate. 

If it is permissible to hazard a guess, Secretary of State Dean 
G. Acheson, who is devotedly loyal to the President, took office 
with the determination to go along with Truman on the defense and 
foreign policy.slowdown.

If one may guess further, what has happened at the State De- 
partment is that events—all the hard, hurrying, terrifying happenings 
of the past 14 months—have simply been too much for Acheson and 
Webb and their coworkers. 

Above all, events have disappointed the original hope of Acheson 
and his coworkers that 10 or 20 years would elapse before the cold 
war reached the stage of crisis. On the contrary, almost every 
problem, whether in the Far East, or in Europe, or in the sphere 
of policy best symbolized by the hydrogen bomb, has moved to- 


ward the stage of crisis with unrelenting speed.

Place water, butter, salt in 
heavy saucepan and heat; when 
boiling briskly, add flour all at 
once, stirring vigorously, and 
cook until mixture forms a 
smooth ball which leaves sides 
of pan clean, stirring constantly. 
Turn into mixing bow! and beat 
in thoroughly one egg at a time, 
then continue beating until mix- 
ture is thick and shiny and 
breaks off when spoon is raised.
